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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1. Claim 9 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to 
particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 
Applicant's disclosure seems to suggest "air inler and "aperture" being the same limitation, however claim 
9 seems to recite "air inlet" and "aperture" as two distinct limitations. Proper metes and bounds of the 
claimed limitation cannot be detennined since it is unclear what the applicant considers to be an "aperture" 
and "air inlet". 

Ciaim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 

rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as 
set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be 
patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at 
the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject 
matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was 
made. 

3. Claims 1-8, and 10-20 are provisionally rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being obvious 
over claims 1-3,6,7,9,10,14, and 19-21 of the copending Application No. US 2005/0006273A1, which 
has a common inventor with the instant application. Based upon the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the 
copending application, it would constitute prior art under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) if published or patented. This 
provisional rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) is based upon a presumption of future publication or patenting 
of the conflicting application 

4. Claims 1-8,10-20 of application no, 10506909 are considered to be anticipated by claims 1- 
3,6,7,9,10,14,19, and 21 of application No. US 2005/0006273A1 . 
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5. This provisional rejection might be overcome either by a showing under 37 CFR 1 .1 32 that any 
invention disclosed but not claimed in the copending application was derived from the inventor of this 
application and is thus not the invention "by another," or by a showing of a date of Invention for the instant 
application prior to the effective U.S. filing date of the copending application under 37 CFR 1 .131 . This 
rejection might also be overcome by showing that the copending application is disqualified under 35 U.S.C. 
103(c) as prior art in a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). See MPEP § 706.02(l)(1) and § 706.02(l)(2). 

Drawings 

6. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every feature of the 
invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the "a plurality of medicament containers" in claim 2 must be 
shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

7. Con-ected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 . 1 21 (d) are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include 
all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being 
amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a 
drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and 
where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief 
description of the several views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be 
necessary to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing 
date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121 (d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified 
and infomied of any required con-ective action in the next Office action. The objection to the drawings will 
not be held in abeyance. 
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Claim Objections 



8, Claim 9 is objected to because of the following informalities: applicant's disclosure seems to 
suggest "air inlet" and "aperture" being the same limitation, however claim 9 seems to recite "air inlef and 
"aperture" as two distinct limitation. Claim 9 is considered indefinite since it is unclear what the applicant 
considers to be an "aperture" and "air inlet". Appropriate conrection is required.
